M. Daisteau, without waiting for death and legacy, has pre- ‘* 
sented the French Government for preservation in the Museum 
of the Louvre. M. Daisteau, who is a rich—very rich—dis- 
tiller in France, being a partner in the firm of Delizy & Dais- 
teau, in Pantin, near Paris, is one of the most notable art 
collectors in France. The Rug is one of the three or four most 
famous things of the kind in the world. It easily belongs in 
the class to which belongs the rug sold in the Marquand col- 
lection at $38,000. Mr. Marquand himself, J. P. Morgan and 
Charles Yerkes have visited and cast vain longings at the col- 
lection of M. Daisteau, who is neither banker, promoter, nor 
two-penny tube builder, but simply an able, educated business » 
man who likes the best things in certain lines in the world, 
and has the means to acquire them. We spare our readers 
the soulful comments of the experts from Baxter street who fill 
columns in the daily press about the mystic significance of the 
Rug. What remains is that it is probably a mixture of Mon... 
golian and Persian elements in its design, and is probably one 
of the most perfect specimens of antique Rug weaving that 
the world has to show. 

The Rug is an early work, dating back to the fourteenth 
century, and is woven in silk, with a background color of 
blue and red. It came originally from the Goupil collection. 
The intelligent student of the art of the day can find abundant 
field for the exercise of his imagination as to what mystic 
meanings can be found in this extraordinary result.of strenu- 
ous and long sustained human labor.

Some women bake their Rugs, but it 1s safer to let 
a cleaner do it. When baked, sprinkle with camphor, wrap in 
paper and seal in a burlap bag. Moths will not attack the parts of 
a Rug that is constantly walked upon. It is where a Rug lies under 
a table or bureau that the moths will work. Therefore, Rugs should 
lie in a well-lit open space.
